“The Austin school at East Boston 
is not fit for pupils to use. It is en- 
tirely inadequate and will be abandoned 
as soon as practicable. The Baldwin 
achool building on Chardon court in the 
North End another structure that 
must he abandoned for schoo] purposes.”

to all animals; he obeys orders; he 
smiles and whistles under all cireum- 
stances; he is thrifty.”

Without mentioning names it may be. 
stated that students of municipal reform 
here repudiate the view said to be held in 
Boston that good officials are the most 
essential asset to good city government, 
One authority ghinks that even the so- 
called “bad” official, when his work is 
scrutinized in the light of educated pub- 
lic opinion, cannot but follow the path 
of reform. 

“Mayor Fitzgerald can perhaps talk 
reform more effectively than can Mr. 
Storrow, and Mr. Murphy perhaps better 
than you or I,” said this gentleman. He 
argued that some popular conception of 
the issues at stake, backed by the actual 
proof in regard to existing conditions 
furnished by a reliable, respected and 
non-partizan “citizens’ agency” cannot 
fail to keep straight the most reaction- 
ary public official.

DALAT LAMA SENDS 
ENVOYS 10 RUSSIA

CALCUTTA—The Dalai Lama, after 
having halted en route in order that his 
party might bathe in the Ganges, has 
arrived here, where he paid an impres- 


sive state visit to the viceroy. He was 
accompanied to Government House by an 
escort of Bengal cavafry. It appeared 
that the Dalai Lama did not say much 
eon the occasion of this official visit, but 
more will doubtless be said on the occa- 
sion of the private interview which he 
is to have with the viceroy. 

Meanwhile from St. Petersburg it is 
reported that two envoys of the Dalai 
Lama have arrived from Lhasa. The 
envoys have with them a letter said to 
be of, the utmost political importance 
from the Dalai Lama himself addressed 
to his fepresentative at St. Petersburg, 
and written before the flight from Lhasa 
took place.

KAISER RETURNS 
FROM NORTH SEA 


(Special Correspondence of The Monitor.) 
BERLIN—The cruise of the German 
Emperor in the North sea is over. The 
only messages during the whole trip that 
reached the shore were wireless signals 
to the effect that “all’s well on board.” 
It is understood that the officials of the 
North German Lloyd were anxious to ex- 
hibit the full steaming capacity of the 
“Kaiser Wilhelm II,” the vessel carry- 
ing the Emperor with his hundred guests 
as far north as Ekeroe, on the Norwe- 
giam coast, where the party landed. 
During the entire cruise, the guests of 
tie Emperor enjoyed the utmost free- 
dom; indeed, the whole cruise was more 
in the nature of a holiday trip than 
anything else, although the world will

RANGE PREPARES 
TO OVERHAUL HER 
COLONIAL SYSTEM 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PARIS—France has begun to make 


preparations for overhauling her colonial 
system. The colonial system has been 
divided into five groups and the needs of 
these groups are to be considered in 
annual congresses, so that each group 


will receive the attention of a congress 
once in five years. Two of these con- 
gresses have been held, the first, in Octo- 
ber, 1908, taking for its field the North 
African domain of the fepublie of France. 
The second, held last October, devoted its 
activitYes to what are known as the old 
colonies: Bourbon, in the Indian ocean; 
Martinique, Guadeloupe, Freneh Guina, 
and St. Pierre and Miquelon (near New- 
foundland), New Caledonia and Tahiti. 
The congress movement was instituted 
by the French Colonial Union, which, on 
account of the broad character of the 
work undertaken, and in order to in- 
crease its scope and influenee, is to be- 
come the Intercolonial Union. 

The worth of her colonies to France is 
indicated, in a measure, by the increase in 
her total commerce with them, which, 
from 1877 to 1907, was from $159,781,805 
to $404,484,189. In spite of this general | -

Examples of this are 
seen in Martinique, Guadeloupe and Re- 
union, the comm@rce of which have fal- 
len approximately 50 per cent within a 
quarter century. St. Pierre and Mique- 
lon show a decline in their fishing in- 
dustries and a migration of their popu- 
lation toward Canada.. Contrasting 
strongly with the successful colonizing 
by British and Dutch in Guiana, the 
French territory there, in area one. fifth 
that of France, boasts but 40,000 inhab- 
itants., 

Hence the movement for free trade 
between France and her colonies, and for 
placing colonial administration, so far 
as is possible, in colonial hands. It was 
the voice of the congress for the old 
colonies that ministerial decrees should 
be replaced, as far as practicable, by gov- 
ernment through local legislative coun- 
cils, partly appointive, partly elective. Es- 
pecially was it deemed advisable to allow 
customs matters to be adjusted mainly 
by the authorities of the colonies them- 
selves, not, as now, almost wholly by the 
French government. 

Increased attention was paid Tahiti, 
it being recommended that the govern- 
ment make Papeete a port of call and 
supply for the ships plying in that vicin- 
ity. It was desired that the mail 
steamers between Papeete and San Fran- 
cisco be extended by way of New Cale- 
donia and Sydney, to Marseilles. The 
output of the phosphate mines on Mak- 
gtea, not far from Tahiti, and now en- 
joying increased prosperity, could be 
depended on to furnish cargo on the 
westward voyage. 


COPPER FOUND 
IN RHODESIA

SALISBURY, Rhodesia—It is reported | 


that a kopje of sandstone 200 feet high 
and 2000 feet long impregnated with cop- 
per has been discovered. The shaft 
which has been sunk has opened out an 
extraordinary cave of malachite carry- 
ing 657 per cent of copper. Other trial 
shafts are being sunk and 100,000 tons 
of 60 per cent ore are exposed and 80,- 
000 tons of 18 per cent. The newly dis- 
covered ore body is said to carry gold 
values to the amount of 2 oz. 4 dwt, 
over a width of 46 inches.

ST. PETERSBURG — Alexander J,

Having taken position and nocked the 
arrow, you are ready to draw.

PROBLEM 1S DIVIDING | 


UPINION OF DEALERS 


If the “Made in New England” label 
should be applied to all goods manufac- 
tured in New England it would have the 
effect of stopping the present custom of 
western dealers and manufacturers buy- 
ing New England-made goods, which are 
of superior quality, and putting on their 
own name instead of the name of the 
real maker, in the opinion of some prom- 
inent Boston manufacturers. 
considered, would be favorable for busi- 
ness in New England. 

The proposal of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Pilgrim Publicity Associa- 
tion that New England manufacturers 
unite in an endeavor to boom all varieties 
of goods made in this seetion of the 
country by a label on the goods, “Made 
in New England,” or by some other prac- 
ticable means, is being widely discussed 
by business men of Boston.

Maloy’s summing of Debussy’s peculiar 
musical idiom is translated here. (See 
“Claude Debussy,” by Louis Laloy, 1909, 
Paris.) Referring to Faure’s work with 
“Pelleas and Melisande,” Laloy finds that 
the French renaissance in music really 
Gabriel Paure, and names 
him the Greek composer, for he knew 
how to model his works a refined 
delicacy which. obeyed without effort not 
a classic symmetry but the unwritten 
laws of beautiful lines and harmonious 
movements. To the Russian Moussourg- 
sky’s “Boris Godounoy,” Laloy traces 
certain resemblances in Dehussy’s “Pel- 
leas and Melisande,” but the Russian 
composer evidently knew no middle path 
between the defined melodf and the 
exact transcription of spoken language. 
Debussy has achieved melody that is 
perfectly true to the accents of the 
speech, yet is melodious and beautiful in 
itself. ! 

In every work of the romanticists music 
seems to be a prisoner, erying for deliv- 
erance. Some of the chains have fallen,

The melody is n@ver forced to do any- 
thing, not even to.get free from the ima- 
jor acale; often there is not one note 
found which Mozart himself would not 
have admitted. Elsewhere according to 
the subject and the conditions irregi* 
larities are permitted which are scarcely 
noticed, because they come from inspira- 
tion. Sometimes one might note scales 
like those of our old Gregorian modes, 
as for example in the first motif of 
Pelleas and the leading theme of the 
quartet, Elsewhere there are the in- 
flections of a direct chromatic nature, 
as in the prelude of the “Afternoon of a 
Faun,’ or more delicate changes, the fifth 
degree of the series lowered a half tone, 
or the fourth as much raised, as in so 
many nooks of the “Nocturne.” Some- 
times there are successions of whole tones 
of a rude indifference; and more often in- 
complete scales where the tonic alter- 
nates only with the minor third after 
the Chinese taste; such as those which 
give to the “Pagodes” of the collected 
“Impressions” their perfect verisimili- 
tude, but they are not wanting in “Pel- 
leas,” nor in the “Prose Lyrics” nor in the 
“Faun” suite. It is, however, incorrect to 
speak of scales here, for a scale is a 
rule. Here the melody constantly 
changes the order and nature of its in- 
tervals, It is a musie without scales 
and a time is approaching when this sup- 
port in music will be seen’to be as un- 
necessary as the regular versification for 
poetry. It is enough for a musician to 
feel for himself the mutual aflinities of 
sounds, as a poet feels the talue of his 
rhythms. 

As note draws note for such an imag- 
ination, idea calls to idea. The ro- 
manticists put ideas together by juxtapo- 
sition; here they grow one from another 
and the points of contact are no longer 
to be found. In the prelude of the “Af- 
ternoon of a Faun,” which is the most 
narrative of these works, it is by insen- 
sible degrees that the reveries rise to 
exaltation or sink to despair. In the 
second nocturne, where the cortege with 
its muffled eclat crosses the fete it is 
bathed in the same light. The various 
echoes that rise of an evening in the 
streets of Granada in the second of the 
“Impressions” breathes the same spirit 
of a melancholy ardor. Finally through- 
outs’Pelleas” ideas appropriate to each 
situation are bound in an implied pact, 
weaving around the various happenings 
a symphony of tenderness and compelling 
charm. It is the secret of a unity, not 
established by external means and with 
no signs by which it may be recognized, 
but which trusts to the natural sequence 
of impressions, It the unity of a 
character, of a country; it is in short 
u unity of tone, if one accepts this word 
not in the narrow defimtion of musical 
theory but in the less definable sense 
Which poets and painters give it. 

The orchéstra never has recourse to 
the doubling of the unison except where 
it is necessary for an effect of reinforce- 
ment or of diminuendo. Everywhere, 
moreover, Debussy prefers color without 
mixture; it 4a by their mearness that the 
instrumental values are felt and make 
interplay. It is a continual palpitation, 
a trembling light, a visible transparence, 
a shadow made of reflections, a lightness 
of pure touches directly placed on the 
note that requires them, or rather ap- 
pearing with this note which is set ex- 
actly for the timber of the violin, of the 
clarinet, or the horn, not for another in- 
strument. No instrument is preferred, 
none sacrificed, each is placed according 
to its character and its logical relation 
to the ensemble. There is never too much 
of anything, never a blot: never any 
violence, sharp contrasts, or startling re- 
liefs; rather continued and clear en- 
sembles, of ordered plan, where objects 
are drawn solely by virtue of tint and 
values. :

The harmony is the reflection of the 
melody. Like it the harmony is abso- 
lutely reguiar on occasion and the inti- 
mate friend of perfect concord. But it 
has many other friends, too, which have 
formerly been classed among discords, 
which Debussy’s harmony recognizes as 
_He never imposes on them 
a forced sequence or any resolution;* he 
tastes in each its own individual charm 
and that is enough. He finds in their 
tones relations which the theory of the 
major scale cannot explain, nor recog- 
nize as progressions. It has been ob- 
served that a great many of these re- 
spond to the series of harmonics contin- 
ued above the sixth. But one cannot 
reduce them to this relation except by 
artifices of transposition and reversal 
which change their character, The har- 
mony of tones like those of colors can- 
not be reduced to rule; but must be 
known by intuition. 

These harmonies are bound together 
by affinities of the same sort as those 
which call forth the notes of the melody. 
Instead of exploiting a key they form 
among themselves free melodies of every 
scale imaginable drawn from the very 
sources of music. Sometimes the same 
harmony is maintained and traces in its 
peculiar and multi-colored sonority a 
song capable of being itself combined 
with another; or sometimes various dif- 
ferent harmonies answer each other,

over dry ingredients and mix 
well. Pour into a buttered tin and bake. 
A portion of this mixture can be made 
into squares or nuts and baked in a 
slow oven. Eggs may be worked in as 
for ordinary cake if preferred.

‘Egyptian cotton being established as a 
general field-crop in Sind- 

It is reported that the government of 
Bombay is taking steps to inaugurate the 
necessary improvements. Referring to 
the question, however, the Pioneer Mail 
eonsiders that it will be no easy task 
really to improve the system of cultiva- 
tion, since the Ryot is conservative in his 
methods, and will be slow to attempt to 
cultivate Egyptian cotton the second time 
after having once failed. In other parts 
of India experiments are being carried 
out with foreign varieties of cotton,on a 
small scale, some satisfactory results 
having been obtained in the southern 
Mahratta country from American And 
Cambodia seed. The American cotton 
has been grown in tye Aligarh districts, 
but not yet in sufficient quantities to 
place it on the market on a commercial 


In the Central provinces and in Ben- 
gal an Americar variety known as burhi 
is giving good results and the area culti- 
vated is being extended.

The address was given at a banquet of 
300 shippers, manufacturers and mer- 
chants. of Minneapolis. During its 
progress there was loud cheering when 
the name of former President 
was mentioned as an enemy of the trusts, 
while that of President ‘Taft was re 
ceived in silence. 

“Today transportation is a mighty fac- 
tor in the wealth and commerce of na- 
tions,” Mr. Kellogg said. “It is a legit- 
imate tax and charge upon all indus- 
try. Everything which the farmer raises, 
which the manufacturer produces, pays a 
large percentage of tribute to transpor- 
tation. No industry can hope to com- 
pete with its neighbors unles it enjoys 
equal facilities and rates of transporta- 
tion. Bearing in mind that all commerce 
is dependent on transportation, is it un- 

4 that the railways, steamship 
lines and’ transportation facilities which 
every one must use, should not be left 
open to the unbridled license of personal 
and selfish motives, however able and 
honorable the gentlemen may be who 
own and control them? 

“There is invested in the railway transa- 
portation property of this country mil- 
lions of dollars. These securities are 
entitled to reasonable earnings. Regu- 
lations, therefore, must not be pushed 
to the point which may injure not only 
the investing public but also the people 
whose commerce depends on such trans- 
portation. 

“In my judgment more has been accom- 
plished, more has been secured to the 
people through active competition be- 
tween the railway lines than by any 
other factor. After the decision in the 
Northern Securities case the railroads 
took another system, known as ‘the com- 
munity of interests, whereby various 
competing lines obtained minority inter- 
eats in the stocks of their competitors, 
thereby eliminating the motive for com. 
petition. As it, should, the government | 
has undertaken in the case against the 
Union and Southern Pacific companies to 
break up this system of community of 
interest in competing lines, and the gov- 
ernment does not propose to lie down 
until this principle has been established.

SUPPLIES FOR 
SUGAR MILLS 


Increased Sugar Acreage Will 
Bring a Greater Demand 
for Supplies and Americans 
Will Profit Thereby. 


American manufacturers of sugar mil! 
supplies will probably enjoy a_ bigger 
trade than ever this year by reason of 
increased sugar acreage. Special Agent 
John M. Turner, writing to the bureau 
of manufactures of the department of 
commerce and labor from San Juan, pre- 
sents a prospect for greater demand for 
sugar mill supplies in Porto Rico as a 
result of the increased acreage in sugary: 

Porto Rico produced ofr export in 
1909 nearly 274,000 tons of sugar, which 
was made in 48 sugar mills, or “cen- 
trals.” It is estimated that the produc- 
tion this season will be considerably 
over 300,000 tons, the largest in the. 
history of the industry. The mills are 
now grinding the 1909 crop, and their 
facilities are taxed to the utmost, The 
grinding season will be over in July or 
August and then supplies for the ensu- 
ing crop will be ordered. With the heavy 
grinding and larger ‘volume of business 
the demand will be the greatest ever 
made. The acreage will be greatly i- 
creased during the coming season, hence

Song Without Words 


An analysis of the Schumann F sharp 
major romance by Rudolph Ganz in the 
April Delineator begins as follows: 

1 look upon this composition Uterally 
as a song without worde—pure music, 
and, as such, I seek to bring out only 
tonal beauties. One feels that Schumann 
was deeply thoughtful and emotional, yet 
his music is not at all descriptive in the 
sense of suggesting a tale underlying 
the music. I feel that there should al- 
ways be a certain reserve in all art. In 
painting one never exposes all there is 
to express; why, then, should one lay 
bare everyemotion in music? 

The romance presents no technical diffi- 
culties, but the tonal effects are not by 
any means easy to bring out in their 
fullest beauty. In the first place, the two 
melodies, carried with the thumb of each 
hand, must have equal singing quality, 

“hough, of course, the top voice will have 
slightly the more prominence. 

it should be borne well in mind that 
Schumann marked this romance “Ein- 
fach,” which means “simple,” and that 
the tempo can not, therefore, be taken 
too slow without giving a more senti- 
mental effect than he evidently intended. 
On the other hand, it must not be taken 
too fast, else the singing quality can not 
be obtained. 

There is technique of tone-quality, as 
well as of facility for running passages, 
strength for chord and octave playing 
and other forms of technique, and in this 
little piece the student will find much 
food for practise in tone grading, before 
he attempts any other expression. Not 
only must the melody be practised to 
obtain a full, rich singing tone, but the 
accompaniment must also be carefully 
practised for a still more “piano” tone 
and a very quiet and even quality. I 
would suggest that the accompaniment 
be practised without the melody, the two 


hands separately, for evenness of tone, as |- 


the repeated C~sharp will be found to 
present difficulties in this regard. Also 
the octave jumps in the accompaniment 
in the fifth and sixth bars, and the tenth 
in the seventh measure of the first part, 
will require much attention.

Potting Plants 


—— 


In potting plants I am very much 
afraid that the average amateur does 
not pay half enough attention to the 
important matter of clean pots. Clean 
pots and dry pots are essential at the 
start and a supply of these should al- 
ways be at hand. By dry pots I do not 
mean the exceeding dryness of the new 
pot fresh from the kiln, as this is not 
infrequently a source of danger, because 
of its powers of absorbing moisture from 
the soil. The perfectly new pot should, 
therefore, have been exposed to the rains, 
or have been dipped in water a couple of 
hours before being used. Pots that have 
been previously used should, after wash- 
ing, be well drtéd, and if wanted quickly, 
it should be remembered that, if washed 
in hot water, they will dry much more 
quickly than if washed in cold. Not far 
removed from the ‘question of clean pots 
is that of drainage, which is of equal im- 
portance to success. A perfectly drained 
pot should have a “stopper”—i. ¢., a large 
piece of crock placed hollow side down- 
ward, first placed over the hole, over 
which a number of smaller pieces should 
be arranged, and, finally,a little moss, 
cocoanut-fiber or the rough \pafticles of 
the turfy soil.—Gardening ‘ated.

There seem in our thoughts to 
be two kinds of testimony al- 
ways asking to be accepted or ad- 
mitted.

For example, the 
evidence of the physical senses may say 
“I am sick,” and we, are tempted 
to believe this false witness and to re- 
peat the false testimony in our thoughts. 
But the testimony of the spiritual senses 
says that God is Love and harmony and 
good, and that He is the creator of all 
that really exists, and so we know that 
in Teality there can be no sickness or 
suffering. By recognizing and accepting 
as true the evidence of Spirit we

If 
we talk about the faults and mistakes 
of our neighbors, finding pleasure in 
criticizing them and bringing their 
wrongdoing into notice when there is 
no right reason for doing so, we forget 
Paul’s warning, written in his letter to 
the Ephesians, “Let all . . . evil speak- 
ing be put away from you . and be 
ye kind one to another, tender-hearted, 
forgiving one another, even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” 

Our neighbors are the people with 
whom we come in contact. Any one is 
our neighbor of whom we may have oc- 
casion to speak. But there is a way in 
which we are not witnesses for any hu- 
man person but for our divine Principle, 
God; and this is the witnessing which we 
ean do every day and every hour by our 
thoughts and acts as well as eur speech. 
We may thus bear witness to the good- 
ness and love of our heavenly Father.

or a people not dedicated to the truth and to justice toward all man- 
kind. 

The world has reached a stage of civilization where it is no 
longer deemed tolerable for a stronger nation to prey upon a weaker 
one for the purpose of securing more land or wealth. Wars of 
conquest are no doubt very largely things of the past. The giant is 
no longer permitted to use his strength in an unworthy manner 
without arousing a protest world-wide in its scope and power. There 
is an international, universal sense of right that is everywhere 
asserting itself. An injury to one is the concern of all. It holds as 
true of nations as it does of individuals. But there are battles waged 
with other means than ships and guns. There are commercial and 
industrial conflicts that are no less important and decisive in their 
results than are those of a purely military character. It is the work- 
a-day, bread-and-butter battles that are now engaging the world’s 
attention. In the form of tariff agreements, treaties and reciprocal 

alliances they are being carried on to a greater and keener extent 

than ever,before. It is an epoch of world-wide, international 
business in which the keenest frader enjoying the most advantageous 
conditions can, if he will, drive the hardest bargain. It is a time 
when a spirit of “live and let live” needs to be evpked in order that 
mercenary purposes shall not obscure the better ideals of lands and 
of peoples. 

In his recent speech before the Canadian Club of Boston, 
Robert Laird Borden, leader of the Conservative party in the 
Dominion, said: ‘“‘Let us beware lest the spirit of the marketplace 
dominate too greatly our ideals.- Let us never forget that the 
lifeblood of the commonwealth is to be’ found, not in its abounding 
prosperity, but in its ‘moral earnestness, its ethical standards of 
private, and public life and its spirit of intelligence and unselfish 
patriotism.”” The commercial “bully” is no more admirable than 
the military despot. A nation, too, should chave a conscience. As 
Shakespeare puts it: “It is excellent to have a giant’s strength; 
but it is tyrannous to use it like a giant.”

Any one doubting this should read the history 
of the commercial conquest of South America by England and 
Germany. It was done by men, not by mail. ~ Before anything can 
be accomplished, Americans must discard the notion of applying the 
mail-order business to the trade with Latin people. 

Professor Shepherd is right when he charges the matter up 
to the common idea held in this country “that the inhabitants of 
South America are scarcely half civilized’? so that “not infrequently 

‘the American capitalist declines to invest his money in ‘South 
American enterprises because he believes that it will not be 
protected.” No doubt that “if as a nation we knew more about that 
continent and its people, the injustice of such an attitude would be 
apparent enough,” and it is plainly one of the principal tasks 
of the nation that is building the Panama canal to acquire that 
knowledge of her southern neighbors. 2 

Judging from the rapidity with which Canada is enlarging her 
scope of commercial enterprise it will not be long before she takes 
an important place by the side of the mother country in Latin 
American trade, and as her interest in the Panama canal is in many 
ways jdentical with this country’s, a sharp competition between the 
two Anglo-Saxons of America for preponderance among the Latins 
is practically in sight. ‘This is an excellent prospect. If all other 
inducements fail, a grapple with rising Canada will rouse the United 
States to a just valuation of South American opportunities.

There is 
scarcely a halt in the steel industry, railroad traffic and other large 
industries that make generally for prosperity. 

Much attention was paid by financiers throughout the world to 
the sale this week of $50,000,000 New York city bonds. The fact 
that the offering was heavily oversubscribed clearly indicates the 
great abundance of money seeking investment. Controller Prender- 
gast is quoted as having expressed some disappointment that a higher 
premium was not to be obtained, but in view Of the universal demand 
on the part’of investors for a better income from such securities, and 
that there are.so many issues on the market new yielding as good a 


return, the price New York has obtained for the issue may be> 


considered a fair one, Since the first of the year the railroads alone 
have issued about $144,000,000 in bonds and $47,000,000 in notes. 
There has been a heavy European demand for our industrial and 
railroad bonds and there naturally was some curiosity as to how 
much of the New York city $50,000,000 bond issue would be taken 
by foreign investors. As nearly as can be estimated at present the 
amount of these bonds going abroad will be from $10,000,000 to 
$12,000,000, a very satisfactory proportion indeed. 

High prices for commodities are still somewhat retarding to 
trade. Farmers have so prospered in recent years that they are 
enabled to hold their crops for higher prices and the large amount 
of last year’s crops still in farmers’ hands is attributed to’ this 
circumstance. But the held-over grain must come upon the market 
sometime and when it is once seen that the acreage this year will be 
largely increased and that the crops will be very much larger than 
ever before, if we have an average per acre yield, prices must adjust 
themselves accordingly. .Seedtime throughout the United States and 
Canada is now beginning. Everywhere conditions point to more 
extensive farming operations than ever before. Reports as to the 
state of winter wneat are quite varied and it may be some time 
before its actual condition 1s known. However, the fact that crops 
generally will be ciltivated on a larger scale this year than ever 
before should encourage the hope for lower commodity prices in the 
future.

This summer business is growing at a remarkable rate.* It is 
solving what was once a very depressing problem. That is to say, 
it is making a new market for the so-called abandoned farms, not 
only by bringing the land into demand for the creation of estates 
for the newcomers, but by creating industries that enable permanent 
residents to enlarge their holdings. The money it brings not only 
provides employment for thousands in town and country but serves 
to maintain a high scale of wages. 

Of course, the states of this group have other claims upon the 
attention of the world than those growing out of a beautiful summer 
climate, a magnificent stretch of seacoast, picturesque scenery and 
priceless historic associations, for New England is one of the busiest 
industrial sections of the globe.

A frequent study 
of the dictionary is a valuable aid in more ways than one, and it 
will help greatly to keep us up to the mark in our orthography. It 
may be that we are a little below par at present. 


OnE of the chief athletic events of the year will be the inter- 
national game of golf to be played this summer between President 
Taft and Earl Grey, Governor-General of Canada, while the latter 
is a guest of the President at Beverly.

authority for the establishment of a corpora- 
| tion tax division of the treasury; the appro-

The operation of the publicity clause, there- 
fore, has been suspended, and it is a relief to the corporations and 
their friends, as well as a satisfaction to many thousands of disinter- 
ested people who entertain serious doubts as to the wisdom of 
publicity. 
The suspension of the operation of the clause has enabled the 
Senate appropriation committee and its counselors to frame a provi- 
sion which will, perhaps, be for the present more acceptable. It 
declares that reports required by Section 38 of the act shall be made 
public only upon the order of the President, unless it 1s deemed for 
the public interest that the secretary of the treasury, with the approval 
of the President, shall formulate rules and regulations for classifying, 
indexing and exhibiting such reports, or any information therefrom. 
It may be said that while this does not provide directly for 
publicity, it holds a threat of publicity over the heads of the 
corporations. Even this would be true, however, only as applied 
to such corporations as might attempt to evade or to violate the 
provisions of the law. To many the placing of this discretionary 
power in the hands of the President will be very objectionable. But 
the point, for the present, is that the publicity clause has received a 
severe blow by the proposal of this modification. Eventually, no 
doubt, except where crime is suspected or known to exist, the entire 
idea of publicity will be abandoned.

a surprise and a shock. The impression has prevailed throughout 
the land that the doughnut was immune and would be unaffected by 
the general increase in the cost of living. . Strange that such an 
impression should have renjained fixed despite the well known fact 
that all the ingredients of the doughnut, with the single exception of 
the hole, were becoming more expensive. 

There is one theory on which the widespread belief in the 
unchangeableness of the price of the doughnut can be rationally 
accounted for. It has been known to all well-informed persons, of 
course, that the tendency of that which enters into the composition 
of the hole in the doughnut has been to grow cheaper as the price of 
everything else grew dearer. Bakers have seen this—have recog- 
nized this economic fact—and have discovered at the same time that 
they could, in a measure, overcome the advancing cost of production 
by increasing the size of the hole: The doughnutter, as is well 
known, leaves the hole when he eats the doughnut, and as his attention 
while eating is mainly centered upon that which is around the hole, he 
has not noticed the gradual enlargement of the latter. All he has 
really noticed has been that he was still able to buy doughnuts at a 
cent apiece. 

In the nature of the case, the doughnut baker was bound to run 
up against a serious problem. He has now been compelled either to 
increase the size of the hole to the danger point—that is, the point 
where the rim would practically vanishor to increase the price. 
Having taken the latter course, he has saved a great industry from 
probable disaster. An attempt to introduce a rimless doughnut 
would certainly have aroused public indign4tion to the highest pitch. 
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
